The Mynnidon Hailed from 
Esqnimalton tho 7tb ond was absent 12 
days. From SifperiiUendfnt of Police 
Woollacot wo leurn thatthe Mjrmidon had 
louelied at Oovviuh.in on the way up to 
settle the dirre;eiu'i.'.-i between Air. Duds 
and the Indians there; but u-* the natives 
were absent at a potlatoh sho wont on to 
Nanaimo, wberejCapt. Hpuldiug and a 
witneas were taken on board. At Couio.\ 
two Indian witnesses were seonrod and' 
the parly heard that Horelzky nud party 
had been approaehed near Capo ]\Iii(lge 
by armed Indians who ordered tlicin to 
lower tlio Siiil, which lloretx.ky did and 
was then allou'cd to proceed unmolested.
